Scientist who 


nearly died 
from sepsis 
designs kit 
to save lives

ABOUT THE CONDITION 


A PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
biomedical scientist has designed 
a new kit to save lives after almost 
losing hers to sepsis. 

Eva Nkansah had two episodes 
of sepsis but on the first occasion 
almost died as she was unaware of 
the symptoms or the severity of 
her condition. 

Now she is campaigning to 
raise awareness of the dangers of 
sepsis and is so committed to the 
fight that she come up with a 
special kit for Princess Alexandra 
Hospital Trust, where she now 
works. 

Diagnosis 

“I nearly lost my life with my 
first episode of sepsis since it took 
me too long before seeking help,” 
said Eva, describing the shock of 
her diagnosis, shortly after she 
had her first baby. 

“I had sepsis twice within five 
years following two caesarean 
sections. 

“I had my son through 
caesarean section in a hospital in 
London where I lived and was 
discharged home after three days. 
I was well when I was dis¬ 
charged. 

“However, after a few days at 
my home I started feeling very 
tired, out of breath, feeling hot 


■ Sepsis (also known as 
blood poisoning) is a life- 
threatening condition which 
kills 44,000 people in the UK 
annually.

and cold with shivering and with 
general body weakness. 

“I didn’t really take these symp¬ 
toms seriously and attributed it to 
part of being a new mum, and 
besides, taking care of my new¬ 
born was my priority. 

“This went on for days until one 
night I nearly dropped my baby 
whilst breastfeeding due to 
extreme shivering. I panicked and 
the next morning I decided to seek 
help. 

“I dragged myself to my GP and 
was found to have severe sepsis. I 
was breathless and my blood pres¬ 
sure was very low. 

“My GP decided to call an 
ambulance for me. I refused and 
insisted on going home to get my 
son before attending A&E. 

“My GP gave me a letter to take 
to A&E with my son urgently. 
Upon arrival at A&E I presented 
my letter and straight away I was 
admitted. I had more than five

health professionals attending to 
me. 

“That was when I released how 
sick I was.” 

After realising just how ill she 
had become, Eva explained just 
what doctors found. 

“Upon examination part of my 
caesarean wound was found to be 
opened and infected with collec¬ 
tion of fluid,” she said. 

“The fluid was drained and 
blood samples were taken. Blood 
cultures are used to detect the 
presence of bacteria in the blood, 
to identify the type present, and to 
guide treatment. Testing is used 
to identify a blood infection (sep¬ 
ticaemia) that can lead to sepsis. 

“I spent two weeks in hospital 
on IV antibiotics, received blood 
transfusions and had kidney and 
heart complications. 

“I had sepsis again after a 
second caesarean session and 
wasted no time in seeking help. 



“My prompt decision meant I 
received treatment without being 
admitted as an inpatient.” 

Following her own ordeal Eva 
was keen to support the hospital’s 
campaign to improve the 
response for patients with sepsis. 

With her help the sepsis project 
team have seen major improve¬ 
ments in the time it takes for a 
sepsis patient to receive the 
appropriate treatment. 

The latest figures for the month 
of March were the lowest the 
Trust had seen in many years. 

Although major inroads have 


been made, the identification and 
recognition of sepsis is the most 
challenging and Eva is now eager 
that the hospital’s awareness mes¬ 
sages on World Sepsis Day today 
(Thursday, September 13) reach 
the widest possible audience. 

Information 

PAHT will be supporting World 
Sepsis Day by offering inform¬ 
ation and advice to patients and 
visitors. Specialist healthcare 
staff will also be on hand to speak 
to the public from 9am at the 
visitor centre and Alexandra res¬ 


taurant at the hospital in Hamstel 
Road, Harlow CM20 1QX. 

“As a biomedical scientist I 
have used my sepsis story to con¬ 
tribute positively to the care we 
give to our sepsis patients at 
PAHT,” Eva added. 

“I have shared my story with 
colleagues to raise awareness and 
have worked closely with the 
sepsis and acute kidney injury 
teams to introduce a new coloured 
blood culture pack which is now 
used across the whole trust. 

“I am pleased my experience 
can have a positive effect.”

following the closure of Barclays 
Bank some time ago, yet is cur¬ 
rently being filled with stock in 
preparation for the opening of St 
Elizabeth’s. 

New stock will specialise in 
clearance and large furniture 
items. 

Items sold will contribute dir¬ 
ectly towards providing St Eliza¬ 
beth’s different services. 

This includes days and trips 
out, new equipment, facilities and 
therapy.

Confidence growing that new 
hospital will be given go-ahead

A NEW hospital in Harlow is one of seven schemes 
that will be given the go ahead by the Government, 
Essex county councillors have been told. 

An area in Harlow close to the Mil, and another 
where thousands of homes are being developed, have 
been revealed as two greenfield sites being con¬ 
sidered for a new hospital for the town. 

A third option would see the existing Princess 
Alexandra Hospital buildings in the centre of the 
town being replaced with a brand new complex. 

The PAH board has argued that the current estate 
is no longer fit for purpose and to continue improv¬ 
ing its clinical care in the face of a predicted 
significant population growth for Harlow, a new 
hospital is vital. 

The multi-million pound project proposal is being 
worked through by the Government. 

Decision 

Andrew Geldard, Chief Officer for West Essex 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) said: “I think 
there has been an informal decision made at the 
very top that the redevelopment of PAH for want of a 
better term is one of seven schemes that will pro¬ 
gress. 

“We have no certainty of how much funding is 
behind that but we have a degree of confidence there 
is an acceptance at the very highest level that this is 
one of the schemes that the Secretary of State, the 
Department of Health, all the other bits of the 
regulatory system want to see happen. 

“What we are doing is mixing in the traditional 
approvals process of doing a strategic outline case, 
an outline business case and a full business case, but 
it does feel to me we have a high degree of confidence 
the decision is in the wings waiting. 

“It’s a case of how we get to a sensible solution that 
makes those making the decision comfortable with 
what we are doing.”

The preferred greenfield site, which will have to 
be around 14 hectares in size, is due to be announced 
in October while the preferred option of either 
staying on site in a phased scheme, or moving 
elsewhere, is to be announced in February 2019. 

Discussions with land owners on both sites are 
progressing well, Chief Executive of PAH, Lance 
McCarthy said. 

If either of the two offsite options are preferred, 
the hospital will go out to public consultation.

such a wide selection of top 
quality guitars this side of Lon¬ 
don. 

There are several hundred 
guitars on display, ranging from 
Fender and Ibanez electric gui¬ 
tars to Taylor and Martin acous¬ 
tics. Gig Gear staff are 
particularly proud of their 
Fender Custom Shop guitars 
which sell for more than 
£3,000. 

The most expensive guitar in 
the shop however is Taylor 
812ce acoustic guitar which 
comes in at an eye-watering 
£3,519. This beauty has a grand 
concert body made from rose¬ 
wood and spruce and is known 
as the ‘perfect recording gui¬ 
tar’. 

“Fender is of course the big 
brand that everyone knows,” 
Rob explained. “They’re kind of 
the Holy Grail of guitars, the 
best of the best. We’re really 
pleased to stock the Fender Cus¬ 
tom Shop guitars, although we 
have lots of other big names too. 
A lot of the heavy metal guys 
like Ibanez.” 

Gig Gear started life as Hert¬ 
ford Music and was the 
brainchild of music fan Brian 
Hart. When he started out, he 
mainly sold organs and key¬ 


boards. However it’s now under 
the creative eye of Russell Dodd 
who is widely credited for 
bringing the shop into the 21st 
century. 

Russell has been careful with 
his choice of staff, in order to 
provide the best possible cus¬ 
tomer service. 

“We were all musicians 
before we were came here, not 
sales people,” Rob said. “We all 
remember what it was like to 
get your first instrument and to 
play your first chord. We would 
not stock anything here that we 
wouldn’t play ourselves.” 

All the staff members are, or 
have been, performing musi¬ 
cians. Rob was in a band called 
The Smarts who used to play a 
lot of gigs and record, while 
colleague Rob Aitken is a reg¬ 
ular on the Harlow circuit and 
Alex Duncan is part of a covers 
band called Radio Video. 

“People who are into their 
music like to come in and talk 
about what they’re doing and 
what they’re playing,” Rob said. 
“We all bump into each other at 
gigs and have a chat. I think 
we’ve built a bit of a community 
here, rather than just a shop.” 

Their experience means they 
know how crucial it is to get the

right instrument and they have 
no problem setting up custom¬ 
ers with a selection of guitars 
and an amp and letting them 
jam away upstairs until they 
find the best guitar for them. 

“We hear stories of custom¬ 
ers being sneered at in other 
music shops because they can’t 
get a riff right or something,” 
said Rob. 

“Shops like ours work 
because we give customers the 
space and time to get to know an 
instrument and how it feels in 
their hands. 

“Particularly with acoustic 
guitars as you can have two 
identical guitars next to each 
other and they will sound a bit 
different - no two trees are the 
same are they?” 

Despite guitars being a key 
focus for the shop, the single 
most expensive item in the 
store is a digital drum kit. 

The Roland TD-50KV comes 
with an advanced processor 
and newly-developed snare and 
ride pads and it’s worth an 
impressive £6,999. They sell 
both digital and acoustic drum 
kits but the digital ones are 
increasingly popular and Gig 
Gear now sells more digital 
than it does acoustic. 



Another aspect which sets 
Gig Gear apart from other 
music shops is their music 
school - the team has spent the 
last 18 months building up the 
tuition side of the business, and 
they now have around 200 
pupils being taught by 10 teach¬ 
ers. They teach everything from 
guitar, bass, drums, piano and 
vocals. 

“We tutor everyone from chil¬ 
dren who have never picked up 
an instrument and experienced 
musicians who want to change 
direction or want to achieve a 
certain sound,” Rob said. 

One instrument that has 
flown off the shelves in recent 
years is the ukulele. The once 
niche instrument has become a 
national trend ever since Paul 
McCartney played Something 
at the George Harrison tribute 
concert in 2002. 

Now the ukulele sell to all 
ages; there are neon-coloured 
ones for school children, and 
groups of mature customers in 
Harlow are arranging ukulele 


jamming sessions. 

Paul McCartney would obviously be 
a dream customer for anyone working 
in a music store, but for Rob he might 
just be pipped to the post by one of his 
indie heroes, Noel Gallagher. 

“Noel did actually come into anoth¬ 
er music store that I worked at before I 
came here,” Rob said. 

“He came in with a friend and took 
one of the display guitars off the wall. 
One of my colleagues didn’t recognise 
him straight away and shouted at him 


not to touch the guitars. 

The rest of us looked at each other in 
horror, but Noel was good about it.” 

There is absolutely no shouting at 
customers in Gig Gear. 

“Customer service is so important 
to us,” Rob said. 

“We pride ourselves on looking after 
each customer as if they are the first 
customer who has ever come to us. 

“We all know what it’s like when 
you’re trying to get that perfect sound. 
We’ve all been there.”

MP horrified 


at big increase 
in hate crimes

HARLOW’S MP has lashed out at 
people who “live in the sewers” 
after a sharp rise of racially and 
aggravated hate crimes reported 
in Essex since the UK voted to 
leave the EU. 

Essex, which voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly to leave in the 2016 refer¬ 
endum, has seen the number of 
racially and religiously aggrav¬ 
ated crimes jump from 187 in 
2015/16 to 308 in 2017/18 - an 
increase of 64 per cent. 

The biggest problem has been 
the sharp rise in the number of 
racially aggravated incidents 
causing public fear alarm or dis¬ 
tress, rising from 118 to 224. 

One of the most high profile 
incidents - that of the death of 
Polish national Arkadiusz Jozwik 
at the hands of a teenage boy in 
Harlow town centre - sent shock 
waves through the community. 

Robert Halfon, MP for Harlow, 
said: “I have spoken to many 


Brexit voters - I was a six out of 
ten remainer, but I have become a 
six out of ten Brexiteer because I 
think we have to do what the 
people voted for - but I have not 
met one racist Brexit voter. 

“I do think there is an under¬ 
belly of people who live in the 
sewers, who are using this as an 
excuse.” 

Mr Jozwik , who was known as 
Arek, was sent crashing to the 
floor after being punched in the 
back of the head following an 
altercation with a group of youths 
in The Stow on August 27, 2016. 

Manslaughter 

His attacker, a 16-year-old who 
cannot be named for legal reas¬ 
ons, was sentenced to three years 
in a youth detention centre for 
manslaughter. 

While the prosecution in the 
case offered no evidence that the 
incident was a hate crime, the 
death sent ripples through the 
community and caused Essex 
Police to reevaluate their rela-

tionship with Polish people in the 
area. 

Mr Halfon added: “It’s horri¬ 
fying that hate crimes in Essex 
have gone up by one per cent, let 
along 64 per cent. 

“It is a serious problem across 
Essex that all communities need 
to something about. 

“I have no doubt that the people 
who voted for Brexit are decent 
kind people who felt that it was 
better for Britain to take control 



of its own affairs. 

“However, I do think it allowed 
some extremists, not the people 
who voted for Brexit, but hard¬ 
core extremists, to stain the 
decency of the Brexit vote and use 
the Brexit vote as an excuse to 
either carry out racist attacks or 
indulge in racist behaviour.” 

Anyone in Harlow who feels 
they have been subjected to a hate 
crime and does not want to go to 
the police directly, is now able to 
voice their concerns at any one of 
nine Hate Incident Reporting 
Centres (HIRC) around the town. 

As a result of HIRC, the number 
of hate crimes reported has 
skyrocketed by around 85 per 
cent, with 175 reports being made 
between August 2016 and July 
2017. 

In addition to tackling hate 
crime, the force has been working 
with the council to try and better 
the area by installing CCTV, 
improving street lighting and 
repairing paving slabs. 

Officers have also been able to 


issue six antisocial behaviour 
contracts and one criminal beha¬ 
viour order against local trouble¬ 
makers thanks to the new and 
improved reporting system. 

Alex Mayes, spokesperson for 
independent charity Victim Sup¬ 
port, said: “It is shocking to see 
such an increase in racially 
aggravated crimes across Essex 
since Brexit. 

“In 2016 we saw a spike in refer¬ 
rals nationally in the immediate 
aftermath of the EU referendum 
of 44 per cent. 

Aftermath 

“It’s unclear whether these 
increases represented an actual 
rise in hate crime incidents or 
whether the increased publicity 
of hate crimes in the aftermath of 
these kinds of major events 
simply encouraged more people 
to report or seek support. 

“Racially aggravated crimes 
are personal and targeted attacks 
and can be particularly fright¬ 
ening for victims as they are 


being targeted because of who 
they are. 

“They can have a serious 
impact on victims both emotion¬ 
ally and physically and we need to 
work together and with com¬ 
munities to tackle this rise.” 

Gareth Barrett, Labour group 
leader in Brentwood, said: “Some 
of the campaigning around 
Brexit, alongside scaremongering 
surrounding refugees and the rise 
of Donald Trump’s hateful rhet¬ 
oric has, for some, seemed to legit¬ 
imise opinions and behaviours 
that are horrific. 

“I feel great sympathy for every 
victim and a disappointment that 
citizens of my home county would 
act in this way. 

‘Whilst we should not presume 
that the Brexit referendum cam¬ 
paign is the only source of this 
rise in hate, the language of the 
debate clearly divided Britain. 

“The Conservative’s cuts to 
policing and the public sector 
have increased this divide - only 
adding fuel to this fire.”

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Family’s flood water dilemma 
leaves them feeling all at sea 

Burst tank leads to years of misery and damp for mother and her young children

A HARLOW family have been 
forced to ‘live out of suitcases and 
black bags from hotel rooms’ for 
months after repeated floods in 
their home caused ‘damp and 
mould’. 

Kealie Thomas, from Berecroft 
in Harlow, has complained to both 
the council and Clarion Housing 
Association multiple times about 
the poor condition of her prop¬ 
erty. 

She moved into the one-bed¬ 
room bungalow in August 2010, 
with her six-month-old son Riley, 
and had no problems until Decem¬ 
ber 2013. 

Flood 

Just a week before Christmas 
however, the water tank in the loft 
burst after freezing over, causing 
a huge flood and forcing the fam¬ 
ily to spend the festive period at a 
relative’s. 

Kealie said: “It was hor¬ 
rendous, my son has ADHD and 
he was so upset because everyone 
was supposed to be coming over to 
ours that Christmas.” 

On the evening of the flood, 
Kealie and Riley were out, and by 


the time a neighbour had raised 
the alarm, water levels had 
reached shin height and caused 
severe damage to the property. 

Since then, the water tank 
burst for a second time in May 
2017 and six more times between 
March and June 2018. 

The second flood happened 
whilst she was heavily pregnant 
with her middle child Brooke. 


Kealie said: “I was in the 
shower at the time and all of a 
sudden I heard water gushing 
from the ceiling. 

“I was hesitant to walk on the 
floor as I could have easily slipped 
over, so I called my dad and he had 
to lift me out the bath.” 

She has made multiple com¬ 
plaints to the housing associ¬ 
ation, council and her MP Robert 


Halfon with regard to her living 
conditions. 

According to Kealie, Harlow 
Council’s response was damp and 
mould ‘won’t affect her health’. 

She continued: “Our property 
is still damp, it has damp and 
mould all around and holes in the 
celling from the flood. 

“I lost all my kids’ school books, 
all my photographs and baby 


stuff. All my memories were in 
that loft, and now they’re gone.” 

The most recent flood even 
caused her daughter Brooke to 
slip over and injure herself. 

Kealie said: “I was in the 
shower again and I heard a thud. 

“My daughter was covered in 
blood, she had cut her lip and 
bruised her head badly. 

“I was fuming that my daughter 


had injured herself, I wrote to my 
MP and completed the complaints 
procedure. 

“I have asked to be rehoused 
into a safer, more suitable prop¬ 
erty. 

“But unfortunately I’ve had no 
luck, I am expected to keep living 
with these ongoing problems.” 

Kealie, who has since had her 
third child, Megan, said she had 
spent more than five months in 
four different hotels while her 
house was being repaired after 
each incident. 

Leaks 

A spokesperson for Clarion 
Housing Group said: “There has 
been a history of leaks at this 
property, which we have thor¬ 
oughly investigated. 

“Ms Thomas is aware of the 
outcome of the previous invest¬ 
igation which was undertaken by 
an independent consultant. 

“We are currently investigating 
the cause of the most recent leak 
which occurred on August 30. 

“We have arranged emergency 
accommodation for Ms Thomas 
since this time and are continuing 
to work closely with her so she 
and her children can return home 
as soon as possible.”

However, 
the hospital leadership team 
have been working hard to put 
together a case for a new 
hospital health campus in 
Harlow and I’ve been 
campaigning in Parliament to 
try and get our new hospital. 
We’ve spoken to Ministers and 
got the support of seven local 
MPs.

infrastructure will be 
revolutionised and Harlow will 
become a hub for healthcare 
education in the East of England. 

If not, I shall continue to work 
with the hospital and lobby the 
Government to bring healthcare 
in Harlow into the 21st century.

Jab has its 
benefits but 
should it be 
made law?

Should child vaccinations for 
preventable diseases be made 
mandatory?

SOME time ago, my close 
friend’s daughter caught a 
vaccinable strain of 
meningitis. 

Her daughter was too 
young to be vaccinated when 
she became sick but her 
exposure to the disease 
could have been prevented if 
those around her had not 
been contagious. 

Fortunately, she survived 
but many others do not. 

In order to achieve “herd 
immunity”, the World Health 
Organisation and Unicef 
states that at least 95% of 
children must be vaccinated. 

To meet this target, which 
has been enshrined in the 
European Action Vaccine 
Plan, many countries, 
including France, Belgium 
and Italy, have introduced 
certain compulsory 
vaccinations. 

In the UK, we seek to meet 
this target through the 
promotion of recommended 
vaccination programmes and 
parental education. 

Evidence suggests, 
however, that this is not 


working. Figures recently 
released by Public Health 
England show 828 cases of 
measles already this year 
compared to 274 diagnosed 
in 2017. This has caused 
health officials to declare a 
“national measles incident”. 

The worst affected group 
are those in their late teens 
and early 20s who were born 
when the discredited Andrew 
Wakefield published his 
unfounded study linking the 
MMR jab to autism. 

High numbers of teenagers 
and young adults are now at 
risk because they weren’t 
given the MMR vaccination 
following the irresponsible 
media scare. 

As Liberal Democrats, we 
work hard to put forward 
policy proposals that balance 
the rights and freedoms of 
individuals against the need 
to protect the health and 
welfare of the nation as a 
whole. 

Compulsory vaccination 
programmes cut straight to 
the heart of this dilemma. 
However the individual

liberation gained from things 
like education and having 
your health are so great that 
I believe a collectivist 
approach is justified. 

This is why personally, I 
would fully support the 
introduction of a compulsory 
vaccination programme in 
the UK. 


IN a better world, vaccine 
mandates wouldn’t be 
necessary. Parents would 
educate themselves about 
the diseases that vaccines 
prevent and learn that 
measles causes pneumonia 
and brain damage, mumps 
causes deafness and sterility, 
rubella causes severe birth 
defects, pertussis causes 
suffocation, and human 
papillomavirus (HPV) causes 
cervical, oropharyngeal, and 
anal cancers. They would 
learn about the remarkable 
safety and effectiveness of 
vaccines. And they would 
learn that although vaccines 
are not free of risk, their 
benefits clearly outweigh 
their risks. Mostly, they 
would learn that vaccines 
stand on a mountain of 
scientific evidence. Well 
informed: the choice to 
vaccinate their children 
would be an easy one. 

Unfortunately, we don’t 
live in that world. In our 
world, science based 
information is often

Charity sounds out supporters 
to name bereavement service 


The Echo Counselling Service provides specialist support for children 


HASTINGWOOD-based 
charity, St Clare Hospice, has 
chosen a name for their 
Children, Young People and 
Family Bereavement Service 
following a naming 
competition and public vote. 
After much deliberation and 
consultation, the final name 
chosen was Echo 
Counselling Service. 

Throughout the course of 
May and June, the West 
Essex and East Herts charity 
hosted a competition 
offering supporters the 
opportunity suggest names 
for their Children, Young 
People and Family 
Bereavement Service. 
Encouraging supporters to 
send in their ideas via email, 
St Clare Hospice was met 
with over 30 suggestions for 
names over the two month 
period. 

After a poll on social 
media platforms Facebook 
and Twitter, which saw more 
than 50 people cast their 
votes, and consultation 
amongst staff and service 
users, a name was finally 
chosen. 

The Hospice charity 
officially launched their 
dedicated bereavement 
service for children, young 
people and families in June 
2017 following the receipt of 
a major grant from BBC 
Children in Need. The 


specialist service has since 
supported over 30 families, 
providing a range of support 
to patients’ relatives and 
loved ones who are under 
the age of 18 years. The 
service offers both one-to- 
one and group counselling to 
children, young people and 
families. Additional services 
include therapeutic 
workshops and family 
workshops. 

St Clare Hospice’s Patient 
and Family Support team 
manager, Joanna Petts, 
explained: “We needed a 
short, catchy project name 
that encapsulated the whole 
service and the support we 
offer to children, young 
people, families and schools 
- supporting them to face 
death, dying and loss. 

“By giving our service a 
relatable name, we hope to 
encourage more young 
people to find out more 
about it and to feel 
empowered in accessing the 
vital support we offer.” 

Commenting on the 
chosen name for the service, 
Echo Counselling Service, 
Joanna Petts said: “The 
outcome of the online vote, 
and the input of staff and 
young clients here at the 
Hospice, were integral in 
choosing a name for the 
service. One young person 
who voted for the name 


’Echo’ told us that they could 
relate to the name because 
counselling had provided 
them with an opportunity for

New mums 
enjoy the 
benefits of 
PAH clinic 


MORE than 100 new mums- 
to-be have already benefited 
from a new one-stop clinic 
set up in Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital Trust to 
protect against the dangers 
of whooping cough. 

Recently, the antenatal 
unit celebrated the 100th 
immunisation with a gift of 
chocolates for the lucky 
patient. 

As a first time expectant 
mum, Lauren Anderson was 
keen to take the step to 
protect her baby from the 
potentially deadly disease. 

The hospital’s antenatal 
unit launched the five-day-a- 
week clinic to enable 
expectant women to have a 
vaccination against 
whooping cough while they 
attend for antenatal checks. 

Lauren said that expecting 
her first baby was a time of 
great joy which also brings 
concerns for the future 
health of her child. 

Awaiting the birth in 
October, Lauren was still 
working but was attending 
antenatal checks at the 


hospital. Lor her, the 
opportunity to have the 
immunisation while at the 
unit was a huge benefit, as it 
meant she didn’t have to 
make separate appointments 
to have the injection. 

She said: “It brings great 
reassurance that I have had 
this protection at an early 
date. When you are taking 
time from work to have your 
checks, it is difficult to make 
time for other appointments. 

“This means I can feel 
reassured that my baby 
would not be at risk of this 
potentially fatal illness if I 
was unable to have the 
vaccination in time. 

It is such a great service 
especially for new mums like 
me, and of course it’s also a 
godsend for mums with 
other children who would 
otherwise have to get to 
separate appointments while 
looking after other 
youngsters. 

“It’s great this service 
exists in Harlow.”

ordinator, who worked to 
launch the service, said: “We 
set up the clinic to promote 
the health of both mother 
and child and we are getting 
tremendous feedback from 
the mums who come in for 
their antenatal screening. 

“Babies are at high risk of 
complications if they 
contract pertussis (whooping 
cough). 

“Although deaths from 
whooping cough are rare, 
most are among babies who 
are too young to be 
protected by their own 
vaccinations, which don’t 


begin until they are two 
months old. 

“By getting the whooping 
cough vaccine in your third 
trimester, you will pass 
antibodies to your baby so 
he or she is born with 
protection against whooping 
cough.” 

The unit will also be 
offering flu vaccination 
during the winter flu season. 

Why immunisation is so 
important: 

■ Vaccination is one of the 
most effective interventions 
midwives and other 
healthcare workers can 


provide to reduce harm from 
vaccine preventable diseases 
such as influenza, rubella 
and pertussis for both 
mother and baby; 

■ Pertussis vaccination in 
pregnancy is safe and is 
highly effective at preventing 
infant disease and death 
when women are vaccinated 
at least seven days before 
delivery; 

■ Administering the vaccine 
during pregnancy will boost 
immunity in pregnant 
women, optimising Trans 
placental transfer of 
maternal antibody to the 


unborn baby, and will also 
reduce their likelihood of 
being a source of infection 
for their baby; 

■ The timing of pertussis 
vaccination in pregnancy is 
critical to ensure efficient 
transfer of Tran’s placental 
antibodies to the unborn 
baby; 

■ Baby’s subsequent 
immunity is passive; 
therefore the aim of the 
programme is to provide 
pertussis immunity lasting 
from birth to the first dose of 
primary immunisations at 
eight weeks old.

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FRONTMAN BILLY SULLIVAN VENTS HIS FRUSTRATION AT 
MODERN MUSIC. MARTIN NEAL FINDS OUT WHY 


I f your idea of music is 
banging electronic 
basslines that play in the 
background of the club 
when you’re out for a few 
vodka and cranberries on a 
Saturday night, stay well away 
when The Spitfires return to 
Essex later this year. 

The Spitfires, you see, are a 
real band. A spiky four-piece, 
they use an edgy brand of rock 
that fuses punk, soul, reggae 
and ska, to document real 
issues that real people can 
connect with. 

They hit No 1 in the vinyl 
charts with So Long in 2016 
and their third album Year Zero 
was released in July to rave 
reviews. 

As you’d expect from a third 
album, it bears the hallmarks of 
a band that still has its youthful 
exuberance - the boys are still 
in their early 20s - but finds 
them more confident and 
willing to flex their creative 
muscles. 

“When you bring you first 
album out, you don’t know 
what you’re doing,” says 
singer/songwriter and guitarist 
Billy Sullivan. 

“Then on the second album 
it’s where people make 
mistakes because they think 
they know what they’re doing. 


“By the time the third album 
comes along you’ve got enough 
knowledge and songs to make a 
more complete album. 

“Most bands don’t even get 
past their second album these 
days, they get dropped or split 
up before that. But we’re too 
stubborn to give up!” 

When Billy and the boys 
(bassist Sam Long, drummer 
Matt Johnson and keyboard 
player George Moorhouse) first 
started making music, though, 
the notion of making a third 
album was something they 
couldn’t have even dreamt of. 

“We were J7- J8 when we 
started,” explained Billy, “and 
we just wanted to play. 

“We had no real intention of 
doing an album because we 
thought you needed a record 
deal, so I was writing one song 
at a time. 

“Now I’m writing songs for 
an album, so it’s tougher now, 
really.” 

Using influences like The 
Jam, The Specials and The 
Clash as a platform, The 
Spitfires’ sound and outlook 
was never likely to be anything 
but bursting with substance, 
style and swagger. 

It’s a scenario that was 
familiar when Weller, Hall and 
Strummer ruled the roost but is 


so often sadly missing in music 
these days. 

Consequently much of The 
Spitfires’ audience has a few 
more years on the clock than 
the band themselves, and Billy 
admits: “I don’t know what 
young people are looking for in 
music any more. 

“Music today is instant and 
free and there is no meaning to 
it. It’s just on the background 
of a club and not something 
you can get your hands on. 

“My experiences of music 
made me what I am. We’ve 
never said ‘we can’t wait to be 
on ****ing Spotify’ - we said ‘we 
can’t to have an album in our 
hands’. 

“I can’t see what direction 
we’re going in with music - 
there has got to be some sort of 
change. 

“Maybe there needs to be an 
injection of intelligence. 

“Our music is about our 
surroundings and things that 
we know because they are 
important. There is more 
substance to music like that - 
the crowd can find some 
meaning within our songs. 

“The Jam, The Clash and The 
Specials pretty much taught me 
everything I know musically 
and politically - even the way I 
dress. 


“I drew a sense of identity 
from them and they opened my 
mind to a lot of things. I wasn’t 
interested in school or 
football.” 

The band are currently 
enjoying a rare spell of down 
time - a conscious decision to 
let fans familiarise themselves 
with the new album before a 
lengthy tour starts in October. 

“There’s not been one dodgy 
review of the album,” enthuses 
Billy, “it’s all been really 
positive. We half-expected that, 
though, because it’s a really 
good album. 

“It took a year to make, 
though, so we’d heard it so 
many times that by the time it 
came out we had no idea if it 
was good or not.” 

They plan to play a sizeable 
chunk of Year Zero when they 
hit the road, and the first time 
fans will get to hear them do 
that is at Chinnerys on 
Southend seafront on Lriday, 
October 5. 

“I love it there,” said Billy. “I 
think it’s one of the best venues 
in the country. 

“We’ve done two previous 
gigs there - it’s a great set-up 
and the gaffer is really nice.”

KING OF THIEVES (15)

In April 
2015, Hatton 
Garden - 
London’s 
famed 
jewellery 
quarter - 
became the 
scene of a 
daring and 
audacious 
robbery. 

Over the Easter Bank Holiday weekend when 
the street was closed for business, a team of 
criminals descended a lift shaft to access the 
basement then used a heavy-duty drill to bore 
through walls, providing them with access to a 
vault of safety deposit boxes filled with priceless 
treasures. 

The thieves ransacked dozens of boxes and 
escaped in a waiting van. 

Newspapers speculated wildly that the stolen 
haul could be worth as much as £200 million. 

Around six weeks after the robbery, the 
Metropolitan Police announced nine arrests and 
a gang of 60- and 70-something career criminals 
were unmasked as the perpetrators of the 
audacious heist. 

King Of Thieves dramatises the robbery, 
offering one expletive-laden version of events 
masterminded by screenwriter Joe Penhall. 

Considering the rich source material and an 
Oscar-calibre cast led by Sir Michael Caine and 
Jim Broadbent, director James Marsh’s film is 
curiously devoid of suspense or engaging 
characters. 

The only thing separating this lacklustre tale 
of dodgy geezers and divided loyalties from 
Lock, Stock And Two Smoking Barrels’ countless 
imitators is the advancing years of the central 
protagonists. 

Career criminal Brian Reader (Sir Michael 
Caine) is devastated by the death of his wife, 
who made him promise that he would “stay out 
of mischief” when she was gone. 

He commiserates in the company of friends 
and associates including exuberant technical 
wizard Basil (Charlie Cox), who hopes to 
persuade Brian to lead a daring heist. 

Basil claims to have insider knowledge about 
the security system and layout of the Hatton 
Garden Safe Deposit Ltd, which holds millions 
of pounds in cash and uncut diamonds in its 
subterranean vault. 

Brian considers breaking his promise to his 
wife as he chats with associates Terry Perkins 
(Jim Broadbent), John Kenny Collins (Sir Tom 
Courtenay) and Danny Jones (Ray Winstone), 
who urge the veteran thief to listen to Basil 
because, “If you don’t have a go, someone else 
will”. 

The men start their reconnaissance and 
involve another friend, Carl Wood (Paul 
Whitehouse), plus a fence called Billy “The 
Fish” Lincoln (Sir Michael Gambon), who will 
shift any jewellery and gems through his 
underground network. 

King Of Thieves struggles to pickpocket our 
undivided attention for 108 minutes, losing 
dramatic momentum as tempers flare and 
fissures appear in the band of brothers as they 
divide their glittering spoils. 

Caine, Broadbent and Courtenay are always 
watchable but the script doesn’t test their acting 
mettle while Gambon embraces his thinly 
sketched character’s wide-eyed lunacy to 
comical effect. 

Marsh stages the pivotal robbery with 
assurance but his film arrives a week after the 
riveting true-life crime thriller American 
Animals, and wilts in comparison.

CRAZY RICH ASIANS (12)

I f Richard Curtis 

transplanted one of his 
frothy romantic comedies 
full of beautiful, privileged 
people falling in love 
across the class divide to the 
Far East, the result would be 
strikingly similar to Crazy Rich 
Asians. 

Based on the novel by Kevin 
Kwan, Jon M Chu’s crowd¬ 
pleasing confection relies on 
well-worn genre tropes and 
lovingly gift-wraps every 
luxurious frame in the 
splendour of modern-day 
Singapore. 

Chu’s film invests almost two 
hours showcasing the south¬ 
east Asian state’s breath-taking 
beaches, spectacular high-rise 
hotels, designer boutiques and 
mouth-watering street food. 

If the island wasn’t already 
high on your list of dream 
holiday destinations, it will be 
before the end credits roll. 

Scriptwriters Peter Chiarelli 
and Adele Lim don’t stray from 
tried and tested rom-com 
conventions and they arm the 
good-looking all-Asian cast 
with some crisp one-liners 
including some standout barbs 
from Awkwafina, who was last 
seen stealing scenes and jewels 
in Ocean’s 8. 


The upbeat soundtrack 
seamlessly melds east and west 
with Chinese Mandarin cover 
versions of familiar hits 
including Money (That’s What 
I Want), Madonna’s Material 
Girl and Coldplay’s anthem 
Yellow. 

New York University lecturer 
Rachel Chu (Constance Wu) 
has been raised in America by 
her single mother Kerry (Tan 
Kheng Hua), who worries 
about her daughter’s sense of 
cultural identity. 

“I’m so Chinese, I’m an 
economics professor who’s 


lactose intolerant,” jokingly 
retorts Rachel. 

The tug of war between east 
and west intensifies when 
Rachel’s boyfriend Nick (Henry 
Golding) invites her to 
accompany him to Singapore 
to attend the wedding of good 
friends Colin (Chris Pang) and 
Araminta (Sonoya Mizuno). 

Rachel is blissfully unaware 
that Nick is the golden boy of 
Singapore’s wealthiest dynasty 
headed by ferocious matriarch 
Eleanor (Michelle Yeoh), who 
expects her boy to take up the 
reins of the family business

Crazy Rich Asians is a sweet 
and heartfelt frolic through the 
battlefields of love, which 
delivers a full complement of 
uproarious laughter and 
tugged heartstrings.

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Countdown's Nick Hewer talks to HANNAH STEPHENSON about being pals with 
Lord Sugar, how fame doesn't impress him, and why he has no time for reality TV 


T HERE are some things in 
life that former PR man 
and current Countdown 
presenter Nick Hewer can't 
stand - and reality TV is 
one of them. 

"I watched a bit of Celebrity Big 
Brother the other day. I would 
prefer to eat my leg, parboiled, 
through fishnet tights than do 
anything like that, or go into the 
jungle or any of that. 

"It's awful that people do it. 

Maybe they're hard up and they 
need the money to pay the tax bill 
which they ignored, or maybe they 
want to resuscitate some fading 
career in showbiz. How can people 
put themselves at the mercy of 
looking ridiculous?'' he asks 
incredulously. 

In the next breath, he admits: "I 
did it on The Great Celebrity Bake 
Off, which was terrifying. I nearly 
had a nervous breakdown because 
of it. I went home and didn't speak 
to anyone for four days because I 
thought I looked such an idiot. 

"The only reason I did it was that 
it was for a good cause. I'm patron 
of Pancreatic Cancer Action and the 
whole thing was for Stand Up To 
Cancer.'' 

Nick's dry, acerbic wit and mock 
bafflement at some of the goings-on 
around him - characteristics which 
gained him legions of fans during 
his 10 years as Lord Sugar's adviser 
on The Apprentice - are ever¬ 
present in his conversation, and he 
is indeed 'a humorous, all-round 
good blokej as Jo Brand puts it. 

I catch him as he's heading off for 
a break in south-west France, where 
he has a rural bolthole, before he 
hits the literary festival circuit in the 
UK with his new memoir, My 
Alphabet. 

In it, he charts alphabetically - 
but not chronologically - his life 
and times, from A for The 
Apprentice, to Z for Z-List, the 
category of celebrity he thinks he 
might be in as he reaches his 
twilight years. 

Nick is now 74, but his TV career 
on The Apprentice started when he 
was nearing 60 and he did it for 10 
years. 

He still watches the show, and is 
still good friends with Lord Sugar, 
whom he met in 1983 when, as a 
PR, he was taken on by Amstrad 
(founded by Sugar) to help with the 
launch of its home computers. 

"He's terrific fun and dangerous 
and exciting," Nick says of his 
friend. "He kicked off The 
Apprentice thing, which sparked 14 
years of an extended career which 
has been extraordinarily beneficial, 
enabling me to bank some money 
when I should have been retired, 
and it also kept me working in 
interesting things." 

He believes shows like The 
Apprentice and Dragons' Den 
demystify business, although 
he laments that so many youngsters 
seek celebrity status over 
substance. 

"The tragedy is, if I were to ask 16 
and 17-year-olds what they want to 
do, they would all say they want to 
be rich and famous and recognised.

They want it quick and they want it 
now. And they'll kill to get it. 

"I would say, forget trying to be 
famous because only a few get there 
and most disappear after 15 
minutes." 

Nick has stayed in touch with 
Apprentice candidates Saira Khan, 
Tim Campbell and Miriam Staley, 
and remains a fan of the show. 

"I got out because I was too tired,” 
he explains. "It was so exhausting. 
And I was getting a bit irritable.” 

Now, of course, he has presenting 
Countdown to keep him busy, but 
he recently dropped the after- 
dinner speaker circuit to make 
more time for himself and his 
partner of 20 years, Catherine. 

He dedicates the book to 
Catherine, writing that she "righted 
this old boat, caulked the hull, took 


the helm and steered me into safer 
and kinder waters” 

Indeed, after he was divorced 
from his first wife in the Eighties 
and initially saw less of his two 
children, James and Katie, he threw 
himself further into work and 
bought the house in France with a 
view that the children could spend 
holidays there - although that 
didn't work out. 

"I threw myself into work. It was a 
seven-days-a-week job. The office 
became my home. Not seeing my 
children was a big sadness but that's 
the way divorced fathers sometimes 
have to live. 

"The divorce did affect my 
relationship with my children. It's 
OK now. But it took a long time.” 

He's now a grandfather of five, but 
laments that he's not good 


enough at his new role. 

"I'm not attentive enough. I'm 
still working too hard. Whenever 
I'm invited to the children's 
plays or to a football match, I'm 
not available. I'm afraid I've still 
got that work ethic, which I'm 
going to try to kill off." 

He's done mammoth road 
trips through Russia, Mongolia 
and Sierra Leone, partly because 
he loves adventure and cars, and 
to raise money for charity. 

"I may have turned a corner in 
terms of age," he muses. "I'm 
beginning to worry about it. At 70, 
something goes clunk and you 
suddenly realise you're not as agile 
as you were. Mortality certainly is 
on one's mind and one is more 
concentrating on how to deal with it 
when the time comes.” 

He didn't hit a low point when he 
turned 70, but he was aware that he 
was 'creaking and groaning,' he 
admits with a laugh. 

In the book, Nick charts his 
various ailments and weaknesses 
over the years, the migraines 
triggered by smoking (which he 
gave up 20 years ago) and coffee, a 
colonoscopy, high blood pressure 
and a being an inch away from a 
stroke, which has been remedied 
with hypertension tablets. 

Lord Sugar has never persuaded 
Hewer to accompany him on his 
gruelling cycle rides. 

"Have you seen him all geared up 
in his Lycra ready to go for 30 miles 
- and I'm about to go for breakfast? 
He'll go 60 miles before lunch. He's 
a very fit guy." 

Reflecting on how fame has 
changed his life, he says: "Am I 
enamoured of the celebrity 
lifestyle? Absolutely not. I'm quite 
happy down in south-west France, 
where nobody knows me from a 
hole in the road." 

He's about to sign a two-year 
contract for Countdown, a show 
he's clearly very proud of, but turns 
a lot down these days, including an 
approach from Strictly. 

"It's a fantastic show but I'd have 
a heart attack within the first 
two minutes. The energy and 
athleticism is beyond description," 
says Nick. "It's not my sort of thing. 
Nobody's stitching me into a red 
satin shirt, I can tell you."

real explanation why, although 
the renewal letter does state that 
insurance premium tax has risen 
from 10 to 12% - but that would 
only account for a few pounds 
extra. What is going on?

A THE most common reason for a 
substantial increase is you have 
made a claim. Some insurers seek 
to recoup payouts by upping what 
you pay next time so it's probably 
not worth claiming for small 
amounts. 

A second reason is they think 
they can get away with it because 
you will just accept it, especially if 
your cover is on a continuous 
direct debit. 

You can sometimes save by 
becoming a "new" customer of the 
same insurer. 

In your case, it's neither 
explanation. When you started, via 
a comparison site, you bought a 
"Choice” policy, a cut-down 
"standard" plan, although it met 
your needs. This was never 
explained. 

This policy was withdrawn on 
September 1, leaving you with 
nearly £200 more to pay for a 
"standard" plan. Your essentials 
continue that you want and you 
get some extras: theft at home by 
bogus officials such as a false 
meter reader; losses to medical 
equipment on loan; and a death at 
home due to fire or assault 
produces a £5,000 payout. 

Decide if these are worthwhile. If 
not, it's back to comparison sites. 

Compare the Market has 43 
cheaper insurers, with 14 under 
your 2017 premium - the lowest is 
£96.75. It's obviously your choice 
but paying more may not offer 
much more protection.

It's not too late to claim for summer flight delays 


SUMMER is now over and, 
sadly, there's little you can do 
to repair a holiday ruined by 
flight delay or cancellation (eg 
from a strike like Ryanair's) 
but many are entitled to up 
to £550 per person in 
compensation. In fact this 
applies even for delays as far 
back as 2012. 

The rules apply to EU 
regulated flights. This is about 
EU regulation 261/2004 - and 
it's important to mention that 
rule in any complaint you 
make as it has specific rules 
(it's due to move into UK law 
once we leave the EU). 

This means you can claim a 
fixed amount of compensation 
if you meet the criteria below, 
for flights going back to 2012: 

1) It must be an 'EU regulated 
flight'. That means the flight 
must have left from an EU 
airport (including all UK 
airports) or arrived at an EU 
airport (but in this case it 
must be an EU airline). 

2) It must have ARRIVED 
3hrs+ late. It doesn't matter 
how late you leave, it's all 
about how late you arrived. So 
if you're on a flight that takes

off four hours late but arrives 
two hours 55 minutes late 
- you're not over the three 
hours needed to get compen¬ 
sation. Technically the time 
that counts is when the door 
opens to get off the plane. 

3) It must have been the 
airline's fault to claim. So 
things like bad weather, 
airport staff strikes or political 
problems doesn't count. 
However, things that are 
under the airline's control 
such as staffing problems, 
poor planning, and now even 
technical problems caused by 
not fixing regular wear and 
tear, all count. 

Ryanair has declared it 
won't pay compensation for 
the strike by some of its Irish 
pilots in July as it says it wasn't 
at fault. Yet the regulator, the 
Civil Aviation, has said you 
should get it. So if it rejects 
you in the first instance carry 


on to the next stage (see 
below). 

4) You are entitled to cash. 
Airlines sometimes offer 
vouchers, so unless they're 
offering more, you can 
formally say you want cash. 

HOW DO I PUT IN A CLAIM? 

YOU can to this is at mse.me/ 
flightdelays. But if you want to 
do it manually, first, write to 
the airline stating the details 
of your delay and asking for 
the compensation. 

If rejected, then depending 

fiMM 



on where you flew from and 
the airline you flew with, you 
can go to the relevant 
regulators for that country, or 
one of several new Alternative 
Dispute Resolution (ADR) 
schemes many airlines have 
signed up to. 

HOW MUCH COMPENSATION 
CAN I GET? 

THE amount you get is fixed 
solely on the flight length and 
delay time. So a 1,000km flight 
delayed by three hours is €250 
(£220ish) per person, while a 
4,000km flight delayed for five 
hours is €600 (£540ish) per 
person. 

WHAT IF MY FLIGHT 
WAS CANCELLED? 

THEN you're entitled to the 
choice of a refund or a 
replacement flight - and that 
applies whether it is the 
airline's fault or not.

Since 2013, lnsure4Retirement 
has insured the property and 
contents. My cover expires in 
September. 

I found this company on a 
comparison site and the premium 
was always around £190 to £220. 
Last year, it was £211.11. 

I have never 
claimed but

I kept it going 
year after 
year. But the 
premium for 
next year has jumped to £410.69, 
almost double and without any 
real explanation why, although 
the renewal letter does state that 
insurance premium tax has risen 
from 10 to 12% - but that would 
only account for a few pounds 
extra. What is going on?

A THE most common reason for a 
substantial increase is you have 
made a claim. Some insurers seek 
to recoup payouts by upping what 
you pay next time so it's probably 
not worth claiming for small 
amounts. 

A second reason is they think 
they can get away with it because 
you will just accept it, especially if 
your cover is on a continuous 
direct debit. 

You can sometimes save by 
becoming a "new" customer of the 
same insurer. 

In your case, it's neither 
explanation. When you started, via 
a comparison site, you bought a 
“Choice" policy, a cut-down 
“standard" plan, although it met 
your needs. This was never 
explained. 

This policy was withdrawn on 
Septembers leaving you with 
nearly £200 more to pay for a 
“standard” plan. Your essentials 
continue that you want and you 
get some extras: theft at home by 
bogus officials such as a false 
meter reader; losses to medical 
eguipment on loan; and a death at 
home due to fire or assault 
produces a £5,000 payout. 

Decide if these are worthwhile. If 
not, it's back to comparison sites. 

Compare the Market has 43 
cheaper insurers, with 14 under 
your 2017 premium - the lowest is 
£96.75. It's obviously your choice 
but paying more may not offer 
much more protection.

Prefer to stay put than move house? LISA SALMON seeks 
some expert tips for the renovations that get the best returns 


I ncreasing numbers of home- 
owners are avoiding the 
expense of moving house, by 
renovating instead. 

In fact, the number of 
people choosing to do this 
has risen fivefold since 2013, 
according to a recent report 
by Hiscox Insurance - increasing from 
3% of households to 15%, represent¬ 
ing more than four million UK homes. 

Supporting the notion that we're 
becoming a nation of home-improv¬ 
ers, figures from Halifax show that 
planning applications have risen by a 
quarter over the last five years. Mean¬ 
while, Hiscox found the average 
budget for home renovations was 
around £16,100, although 18% of the 
householders surveyed expected to 
spend more than £25,000. 

According to the research, home- 
owners are most likely to either reno¬ 
vate a bathroom or add a new one, 
followed by kitchen improvements, 
installing a new boiler or central heat¬ 
ing system, or creating more living 
space. However, not every home- 
improvement project will automati¬ 
cally add value to a property. 

"Cheap is cheap - nothing kills the 
value of a property more than doing 
cheap work in it. Estate agents have 


told me they've seen sellers with tears 
in their eyes, when they find out that 
construction work worth thousands of 
pounds hasn't added a single penny 
to their home," says Ash Chawla, chief 
executive of the design/build com¬ 
pany Duke of Design (dukeofdesign. 
co.uk). So, what does Duke of Design 
recommend? 

1 CONSERVATORIES 

The simplest home addition is a 
conservatory, which Virgin Money 
research says can raise the value of 
your home by as much as 15% if it's 
included as part of an extension, or 
by 5% if it's just a simple conserva¬ 
tory. Ash says choosing the right 
materials can help conservatories 
blend well with modern and period 
properties. "The key is to use materi¬ 
als other than the commonly seen 
white UPVC," he says. "A muted, more 
sophisticated palette of taupe and 
grey-painted wooden frames 
camouflages itself in a natural setting." 

2 EXTENSIONS 

Estate agents surveyed by Hiscox 
believe the best way of spending 
money on your home is by having an 
extension built, saying the addition of 
a new bedroom could boost the 


average home's value by 11.2%. 

They reckon a new kitchen, mean¬ 
while, will typically increase a home's 
value by 5.5% (or £12,400 based on an 
average UK house price of £226,071), 
although 28% think a new kitchen can 
lift a home's value by as much as 10%. 

A single storey extension can be 
built in as little as three weeks once 
planning permission is granted, says 
Ash, who suggests an average sized 
£30,000 single-storey rear kitchen 
extension on a £500,000 home can 
lead to a profit of £30,000-£35,000. 

3 REMODELLING 

Remodelling an existing kitchen 
- by adding high quality units and 
flooring, purpose lighting and 
redecorating - could increase a 
property's value by as much as 4%, 
according to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors - although Ash 
warns that expensive purchases 
should be kept in proportion to the 
value of the property. 

"The most successful kitchen exten¬ 
sions consider the whole home," he 
explains. "By removing internal walls, 
you can connect the kitchen to the 
dining room." Alternatively, you may 
choose to link the kitchen to the gar¬ 
den by using windows or patio doors. 


4 GARDEN LANDSCAPING 

"The garden can become the hub 
of home life and can work seamlessly 
with your home," says Ash. 

For family-sized homes, ensure the 
outdoor space is suitable for the grow¬ 
ing needs of a family with low-mainte¬ 
nance planting and landscaping, 
while a small courtyard garden may 
appeal to younger working couples. 
The cost of landscaping a garden can 
be as little as £2,000, but Ash says 
spending a little more can lead to a 
potential return of £40,000 on a 
£500,000 house. 

5 PARKING 

Most towns and cities have a 
parking problem, Ash points out. "By 
providing viable parking facilities, 
you can increase your property price 
dramatically,” he promises. 

You could either convert land at the 
front or side of your property to add a 
driveway or parking space, or add a 
garage - possibly by converting an 
existing outside building, if there's 


suitable access, or by building a 
garage extension. 

Full garage conversions commonly 
add up to 8-10% to your value, says 
Ash, particularly in areas where park¬ 
ing is a premium. 

6 LOFT AND BASEMENT CONVERSIONS 

The Hiscox report says loft 
extensions are the most popular 
planning request. They don't always 
require planning permission, 
although they do need to meet 
building regulations to be classed as 
a room. 

The Nationwide Building Society 
says the average cost to convert an 
attic is around £20,000, which rises to 
approximately £35,000-£45,000 if 
you're creating a dormer loft with 
double bedroom and bathroom. 

Just boarding out the loft for storage 
is unlikely to make much impact on 
the price of your property, and Ash 
stresses: "If financial gain is your goal, 
converting the loft into a usable room 
is the way to go."

The nifty Renagade, based 
on the Fiat 500, is a runaway 
success and now the 
American icon is hoping the 
new mid-range Compass will 
follow suit. 

In usual crossover fashion, 
there’s a diesel range but it is 
the petrol version which 
could become a best seller, 
one of which we drive here. 

The 1.4-litre petrol is 
available in two states of 
tune - 138bhp and 168bhp. 
The more powerful version is 
turbocharged and ours was 
fitted with a nine-speed 
automatic gearbox and four 
wheel drive. 


About the size of a Peugeot 
3008 or a Nissan Qashqai, 
the Compass is an 
attractively designed high- 
rider with plenty of Jeep 
styling cues, including the 
trademark seven-slot grille. 

The cabin is roomier 
enough four four or maybe 
five and there's ample head 
and legroom. 

#Many of the functions are 
controlled through the 
central touchscreen but 
there are various buttons 
and switches nearby. 

Materials used are decent 
quality and there’s an air of 
robustness about the Jeep. 
Door pockets are quite 
narrow so space for 
oddments in the cabin is at a 
premium. 

The boot platform is quite 
high set but has an 
adjustable floor. 

It offers up to 438 litres of 
cargo space which is less 
than either the VW Tiguan or 
the 3008 but similar to that 
of the Qashqai. 

The Compass is several 


inches longer than the 
Renagade and the extra 
space benefits the 
passengers with better 
legroom, particularly in the 
back. 

There is no shortage of 
safety features on the 
Limited model with six 
airbags, forward collision 
warning, blind-spot 
monitoring and rear cross¬ 
path detection all standard. 

The large 8.4-inch 
touchscreen incorporates 
Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto as well as vehicle 
settings and sat-nav. Leather 
trim is a standard feature in 
the Limited. 

The 1.4 turbo is a treat 
with low noise levels and 
plenty of mid-range urge. It’s 
pretty nippy too, with 62mph 
coming up in under 10 
seconds. The automatic 
gearbox does a good job is 
changing smoothly and 
effortlessly. 

Owners will be impressed 
with the level of refinement, 
compared to the diesel but 


may not be quite so pleased 
if they check out the fuel 
gauge. 

My average was 34mpg 
over a 500 mile period - the 
official combined figure is 
40.9mpg with emissions of 
160g/km. 

Despite being a competent 
off-roader, unlike the band 


of faux four-wheel-drives, 
the Compass has capable 
handling and good road¬ 
holding on normal roads. 
There’s only limited body 
roll when pushing on and 
bump suppression is better 
than average. 

Ride standard is up there 
with the best but there’s a bit 


too much road noise passed 
back into the cabin from the 
tyres. 

It’s good to see Jeep once 
again represented in this 
busy arena but the 
competition is stiff. 
Nevertheless the characterful 
American icon is sure to 
draw a strong following.

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ROAD TEST: Citroen Cl Airscape Feel VTi by David Ward 



C itroen are up to their quirky best 

again with the latest version of their 
City car - the Cl - which remains 
an affordable run around small 
family hatchback some 13 years 
since it first appeared. 

It’s still made alongside the Toyota Aygo 
and its group sister rival Peugeot 107 at the 
same factory in Kolin in the Czech Republic 
and whilst mechanically they share many 
components each are different in terms of 
looks and interior fittings and furnishings. 
Citroen have gone that extra mile in making 
this latest Cl different even now offering 
what they call an Airscape version complete 
with a retractable black folding fabric roof - 
reminiscent of the iconic little 2CV decades 
ago. 

Still with a choice of three- or five-doors 
there’s now just one three-cylinder 72bhp 
petrol engine in the range with the entry- 
level Touch trim model coming in at £9,185 
on-the-road while the cheapest Airscape 
Feel trim version (tested here) starts at 
£12,635. 

With the chance for some real fresh air 
motoring with that fabric roof pushed back 
the Airscape (only available as a five-door) 
also economically benefits drivers like other 
models in the range with a C02 of 93g/km, 
insurance group of 9E, first year VED of only 
£125 and capable of a combined fuel 
consumption figure of 68.9mpg 
Fuel consumption on test didn’t quite 
reach that figure but an average of 61.6mpg 
while for a three-cylinder engine it was 


remarkably quiet and refined compared to 
several three-cylinder units in some rival 
small cars. 

Yes and like those others the driver needs 
to accelerate hard to pick up a decent 
speed, particularly with a couple of other 
adults on board, but with sensible use of the 
light and precise feeling five-speed gear 
change it’s not hard work or uncomfortable. 

This Cl has improved suspension over the 
earlier models and it shows out on the road 
where it’s agile, feels secure and does the 
job in a reasonable amount of comfort and 
even out at motorway speeds the wind and 
tyre noise are not too intrusive. 

As it’s labelled a city car that is where it 
really excels nipping in and out heavy traffic 
and when it comes to parking in those tight 
city/supermarket car parks it’s so 
manoeuvrable with a good turning circle - 
two crucial assets in such circumstances. 
The car has all round good vision too 
including nice slim ‘A’ pillars and low body 
waistline. 

Interiorwise Citroen are renown for 
offering something different and quirky 
compared to others and this latest Cl is no 
exception - there are so many different 
options it must be mind-boggling at first 
glance for most would-be buyers. 

The infotainment system is easy to use 
with its seven-inch touch screen and the 
Airscape has plenty of mod cons on board 
as standard such as air conditioning, DAB 
digital radio/MPS audio, Bluetooth and USB 
socket. 


There are more standard safety features 
on all models compared to original versions 
and these include anti-lock brakes, ESC, 
cornering stability control, hill assist start 
and front lateral and curtain airbags. 

The actual boot space is 196 litres, decent 
enough for such a small car, while on the 
Airscape the rear seats split 50/50 and fold 
down flat to offer more space as a two- 
seater car. 

Head, shoulder and leg room in the front 
is decent too although naturally the rear 
seats are a little cramped for two adult-sized 
passengers and more suited to young 
children. 

The grey ‘wave’ cloth seat covers make a 
pleasant change to what is often cheaper 
material used in city cars and overall the 
ambience of the interior is pleasantly 
different from rivals too - again another 
aspect of the usual quirky nature with 
Citroen cars. 

The real benefit of the Airscape is of 
course the retractable roof, available in the 
colours of grey, black or blue, which is great 
when the weather is fine and even then with 
it electrically rolled back the occupants are 
not too buffeted about by the wind. 

Of the three city cars made in the same 
factory the Cl stands out because it looks 
different from the outside and inside just 
has the edge on refinements and overall 
styling. 

Certainly opt for a five-door over a three- 
door model in any trim level because having 
those two rear doors makes for such easy 


access in and out for rear seat passengers - 
and go for the Airscape with that retractable 
roof.

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MOTORING NEWS: Hyundai Kona Electric by Chris Russon 


ELECTRIC REVELATION 


hen it comes to electric 
cars there’s only two 
factors that really 
matter - the price and 
the range. 

Hyundai must think it’s hit the 
jackpot with its new Kona Electric - 
a battery powered compact SUV 
which even in top specification 
trim can be had for £31,795 if you 
factor in the £4,500 grant for low 
emission vehicles and has a 
claimed range of 300 miles on a 
single charge. 

That puts the Kona in the same 
league as the likes of Tesla and 
Jaguar’s I-PACE when it comes to 
distance - but at half the cost. 

And to prove the point, Hyundai 
has just staged the Kona Electric 
rally - a challenge to see how far 
can be travelled overnight in an 
electric vehicle. 

The answer is 443 miles if our 
effort in the Kona Electric was 
anything to go by, and that was 
with some 53 miles of available 
range left according to the onboard 
trip computer. 

Pretty impressive stuff and our 
run from Waddesdon Manor near 


Aylesbury in Buckinghamshire took 
us out to Skegness in Lincolnshire 
and then into the wilds of East 
Anglia. Two quick charge top ups 
were required which took 90 
minutes out of our travel time - 
and £20 out of our pockets - but 
apart from that we were on the 
road for the best part of 12 hours 
non-stop. 

And the Kona didn’t miss a beat 
as we criss-crossed the countryside 
first to Silverstone then on to 
Bletchley and Cambridge before 
heading north along the A14 and 
A1 to Grantham for our first stop 
and recharge. 

At the start of the event the Kona 
was fully charged and showing 300 
miles range. By the time we got to 
Grantham we had covered 183.9 
miles and the car was telling us it 
had 37 per cent charge left and had 
averaged some 4.2 miles per 
kilowatt hour so far. 

A 45 minute hook up to a fast 
charger replenished the battery to 
78 per cent giving us 235 miles to 
play with and off we went to 
Skegness. From there it was on to 
King’s Lynn in Norfolk for a second 


top up, arriving with 78 miles 
remaining and 307.4 miles on the 
clock, although energy 
consumption had fallen slightly to 
4.1 miles per kWh. 

After that it was out into the 
north Norfolk countryside to 
Swaffham then time to head back 
to Waddesdon via Milton Keynes 
where a third quick charge proved 
abortive resulting in a need for 
some high speed work to return 
home within the time set for the 
event. 

That didn’t appear to upset the 
Kona at all, although it reduced 
overall energy consumption to 3.9 
miles per kWh and left us with just 
17 per cent of battery charge. 

Even allowing for that fast run 
from Milton Keynes that equated 
to a range of some 250 miles from 
the Kona’s 64kWh battery - and up 
until then it had been closer to 270 
miles in everyday use. As such the 
Kona Electric can travel easily up 
to 100 miles more than the likes of 
a Nissan Leaf or the VW e-Golf 
putting Hyundai in pole position 
among the current crop of 
affordable EVs. 


The Kona Electric can also be 
had in SE trim with a 39KWh 
battery from £24,995 including the 
Government grant, although that 
version has a claimed range of 194 
miles, he Premium SE models lack 
for little in terms of equipment and 
come with a head-up driver’s 
display, fully automatic LED 
headlamps and leather heated and 
ventilated seats as well as sat nav 
and a Krell audio system which are 
fitted as standard on all versions. 

The electric Kona has a different 
interior to the rest of the Kona line 
up which includes a new look to 
the centre console with push 
button controls for the gears and 
the electric parking brake which 
also has a useful auto-hold 
function. 

There are also changes to the 
instrumentation to provide EV 
information such as power flow as 
well as the electric trip read outs. 

Other than that it is the same as 
the regular petrol or diesel 
powered models although boot 
capacity at 332 litres is less than 
the 361 available in non-electric 
versions to make way for the 


battery pack. 

On the performance front the 
Kona Electric Premium SE is rated 
at 7.6 seconds 0 to 60 which makes 
it the quickest of all Konas but top 
speed is down to 104mph. 

A full recharge of the 64kWh 
battery takes nine hours and 35 
minutes and an 80 per cent charge 
from a fast charger takes 75 
minutes - and that’s about right if 
our exploits are anything to go by. 

What is impressive is the way the 
electric car handles. It feels much 
more composed and less unsettled 
over poor surfaces than the 
combustion engined versions - and 
the acceleration can be very brisk if 
needed. 

Officially the 64kWh Kona 
Electric is rated at 4.7 miles per 
kWh of electricity and until we 
started to drive at motorway 
speeds that appeared to be within 
reach with the car showing a best 
consumption figure of 4.6 miles per 
kWh just before we left Cambridge. 

What the Kona Electric rally did 
exhibit was the poor infrastructure 
state of charging points currently 
available. 

At Grantham services on the A1 
there were just two, four where we 
stopped at King’s Lynn and in 
Milton Keynes - where there’s 
many a charger - the one we were 
directed to failed to deliver and 
could not be fixed in time.

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TEST DRIVE: Jaguar XF by Jon Smith 

THRIVING BIG CAT 



I n these straitened times we 
have come to realise that posh 
badges aren’t everything. All 
around, cut-price names and 
budget stores are thriving 
while many well-known prestige 
brands struggle. 

But there are exceptions to every 
rule. The name Jaguar is 
synonymous with British motor 
racing heritage and quality 
sporting cars...and it’s good to see 
the marque thriving and making 
deep inroads into the heartland of 
the established German prestige 
trio - Mercedes, BMW and Audi. 

The XF is at the core of Jaguar’s 
business - a luxury, sports saloon 
that’s the spiritual successor to the 
S-Type, itself a descendent to the 
great Mark Two saloon of the 
Sixties. 

I drove the XF 2.0d R-Sport, a 
cosseting express that combines 
swift acceleration and a 150mph- 
plus max with economy that can 
rival a family hatchback. 


Powered by a 2.0-litre twin turbo 
diesel four cylinder, it could easily 
be mistaken for a petrol version, 
such is its refinement and general 
quietness. 

Matched to a silky eight-speed 
automatic gearbox complete with 
steering wheel paddles it delivers a 
smooth flow of power with scarcely 
detectable changes. 

Unless you’ve been fortunate to 
sit behind the wheel of a Ferrari or 
a Porsche, you are unlikely to have 
encountered such perfect steering 
as that in the XF. 

It’s well weighted with a precise 
turn-in and tells you as much 
about the road as is possible 
without actually getting out of the 
car and crawling on the ground. 

With standard four wheel drive 
and a 50/50 weight distribution, 
handling and road holding is a 
match for any of its rivals. Despite 
its considerable size, the XF R- 
Sport with its wide alloys and low 
profile rubber can move 


confidently into bends with the 
sort of enthusiasm normally 
reserved for hot hatches. 

Bump suppression is good but 
could be still better if the wheels 
were marginally smaller diameter 
and the tyre profile was less 
extreme. 

Although it’s a large car at nearly 
five metres long, it appears smaller 


thanks to clever tricks by designer 
Ian Callum. 

Cabin space in the front is more 
than ample but legroom in the rear 
is a tad cramped if the rear seat are 
carrying three adults. 

The passenger environment is 
restrained but stylish in typical 
British fashion. Flashes of 
aluminium lift the sweeping fascia 


which is dominated by a 
touchscreen in the middle. It is 
more muted luxury than outright 
opulence and probably suits the 
car’s nature. 

The boot is really spacious with 
560 litre of luggage room but it’s 
shallow with a relatively small 
aperture through which to lift 
cargo. Despite giving way to the 
temptation of press-on driving I 
averaged 37mpg during the drive 
which compares with an official 
combined consumption of 
51.4mpg. 

Standard kit is generous enough 
and includes mood lighting, heated 
door mirrors, twin zone climate 
control, lane departure warning 
and front/rear parking sensors. The 
car came with electric sliding 
sunroof, which was a worthwhile 
extra at £990, and power boot lid 
which at £665 was not. 

Great to look at and even better 
to drive, the XF proves why the big 
sports saloon is still thriving.
